Pleasant, congenial working 
conditions are the best remedy that indus- 
try can prescribe for them.” 


The General is right. Many of us are 
too concerned with readjustment of war 
veterans. Releases are sent to the press; 
booklets are issued to veterans’ relatives: 
special lectures are held for supervisors, 
and there is much theorizing by amateur 
psychiatrists. 

Somewhere down the line somebody got 
the idea that it is the thing to talk about, 
especially since it is good for a headline 


or two. 


Veterans we have talked with don’t want 
to be treated as special cases. They just 
want the treatment which would be ac- 
corded any other man back from a leave 
of absence. They want an opportunity to 
make good, so they can feel secure in their 
jobs. That’s what every other red-blooded 
American wants.

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BEN H. JONES LEADS CHARGE ON 
OKINAWA’S SUGAR LOAF HILL

Symbol of liberation, symbol of hope 
for war-weary Marines, the Stars and 
Stripes never waved more proudly than it 
did that day on the island of Okinawa atop 
the heights of Sugar Loaf hill. 

On that island, not more than a pin- 
point in the vast Pacific Ocean, American 
dead have been counted by the thousands. 
It was a long battle, a tough and bloody 
battle. 

Of one platoon in the attack all but six 
men were killed. In the midst of this mael- 
strom was 2nd Lieut. Ben H. Jones, lead- 
ing his outfit in a charge up Sugar Loaf 
Hill. “The assault,” says Ben, “opened 
on June 8th. The Japs threw granades like 
baseballs, inflicting many casualties. We 
got about half way up. A few even man- 
aged to reach the top but had to withdraw. 
The Japs kept throwing stuff until mid- 
night. 


The following afternoon the Japs start- 
ed a mortar barrage, but the Marines 
climbed on. “Every foot gained”, says Ben 
“cost us a man or two”. 

Finally in the late afternoon the three 
platoon leaders, 2nd Lieut. Jones, 2nd 
Lieut. Roy Hunt and Robert Johnson de- 
cided to charge the crest of the hill. 
Armed with granades and sub machine 
guns. they ran up the hill. From the top 
they blasted the Japs with explosives, in- 
terspersed with bursts of machine gun fire. 
The hill was finally captured 24 hours 
after the start of the assault. 

The final capture of Okinawa is a story 
of superhuman effort, of that invincible 
courage that makes men dare to achieve 
the impossible. These men are’ men like 
you and me. War was remote from their 
lives. They had no inkling that some day 
they would be called upon to look death 
squarely in the face. 

For all of us at home war is STILL re- 
mote. The smoke on our horizon comes 
from factory chimneys, not from guns. It 
took an extra push to plant that flag on 
Okinawa. LET’S MAKE AN EXTRA EF- 
FORT to keep it flying. To do it we must 
KEEP BUYING ... WAR BONDS.
